DRAFT REGULATIONS 


1. These regulations may be called the Indian Boiler (Fourth Amendment) Regulations, 1993. 

2. In the Indian Boiler Regulations, 1950 (hereinafter referred as the said, regulation 
for sub-regulation 4, the following sub-rrgxlation shall be substituted, name!/ :— 

“(4) Wh ere no specific provision is made in these regulations for design or manufactuie of any pressure 
part, the Inspecting Authority may permit the design, manufacture, stage inspections and certification 
of such pressure parts including the valves, mAnlen nee and fittings conforming to the codes or standards 
like B.S., ASME Boiler and pressure vessels code, TEMA, TRD, COST and JIS which are known to 
be commonly used in industrially advanced countries. The decision of Inspecting Authorities shall 
be binding on all Registering authorities.” 

3. In the said regulations, for regulation 4E. the following regulation shall be substituted, namely :— 

“4E. Renewal of certificate of recognition.— 

(a) A firm desiring renewal of the certificate of recognition shall apply for such lenewal at least three 
months before the expiry of the validity of the certificate to the Secretary, Central Boilers Board 
who after following the procedure laid down in these regulations may renew the certificate 
of recognition and such renewal shall be valid for a further period of throe years; 

(b) Notwithstanding anything contained in'sub-regulation (a), the period of validity shall be deemed 
to have been extended till such time the decision on the renewal is communicated to the firm.” 

4. In the said regulations, regulation 23 shall be numbered sub-regulation (i) thereof and after sub-regulation 
(i) as so numbered, the following sub-regulation shall be inserted, namely :— 

“(») Every plate shall also be stamped by the steel maker as provided in IS :'2C02. The following irfern ation

5. In the said regulations, in regulation 56, for sub-regulation (i), the following sub-regulation shall be substi¬ 
tuted, namely :— 

“(i) Hydraulic Test—Each tube shall be tested at the Maker’s works on completion of manufacture and shall 
withstand a hydraulic pressure, to one and a half times, the design pressure subject to a minimum of 
0.70 kgf/mm* but not greater than pressure calculated by the following formula.

5 =nominal wall thickness of the tubs. 

S=Stre?s which shall be taken as 4% of the minimum tensile strength at room temperature. 
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6. In the said regulations, for regulation 148 the following regulation shall faj substituted, namely :— 

“148. Stay tubes: 

(a) Stay tube.-, are tubes having a weld depth equal to the nominal tube thickness plus 3 millimetres. 
These stay tubes are not required within tube nests except when the tube nests comprise tubes which 
are expanded only. 

(b) If tube nests comprise plain tub^ that arc expanded, and beaded, expanded and belled or expanded 
and welded, welded stay tubes shall be used in boundry rows iu suffident numbers to carry the flat 
plate loadings outside the tube area. 

(c) For plain tubes or stay tubes exposed to flame or gas temperature exceeding 60° C, the ends of 
welded tub ?s shall be drossod flush with the welds. If not so exposed, the ends of welded tubes shall 
extend a maximum of 10 millimeters beyond the weld or, in the c.aso of expanded tubes the tubes 
shall project beyond the tube plate upto a maximum of 15 millimetres. 

(d) Each stay' tube shall bo designed to carry its due proportion of the load on the plates which it supports 

(o) The thickness of stay tubes welded into tube plates shall bo such that the axial stress on tho thinnest 
part of tho tubo doos not exceed 70 N/mni . 

(f) Tho thickness of stay tube at any part shall not bo loss than tho values shown in the Table below. 
Minus tolerances shall be taken into account when ordering tubes.
